What is undoubtedly the ‘worst 
. . fire that has ever occurred in this 

Building neighborhood, happened on Satur- 
jday, October 11, at the home of 
Mr. Prank Arrison, Arrowwood. 

At the time of the catastrophe 
Mr. Arrison was away from his 
place, but his wife and their two 
children, William, aged 7 years, 
.and their seven month old little 
fgirl were at home. 

Mrs. Arrison had gone to the 
spring, which is in a coulee, about 
a quarter of a mile distant from the 
house for water, taking the little 
son with her, and when she return- 
od to the house she was horrified 
to find it iq flames. She attempt¬ 
ed to enter, but had to turn back 
in order to convey her son, who 
had followed her,-to a place of 
safety. Mrs. Arrison made a sec¬ 
ond attempt to enter, in order to 
save her baby daughter, who was 
in the building, but was unable to 
get in on account of the intense 
heat and the thickness of the 
smoke. 

During her struggle Mrs. Arrison 
was severely burned about the face 
and hands. The fire had gained 
snch a hold on the house by this 
time that it was impossible to save 
the baby girl, whose remains were 
afterwards- discovered. 

As to how the fire originated is 
not known, but the theory is that 
before going for the water, Mrs. 
Arrison put some coal on the fire, 
and that the gas therein must have 
caused au explosion during her 
absence, and thrown live coals 
about the rooin. - 


R. J . Coleman motored to Black 
Diamond on Sunday and brought 
back a sample bottle of oil taken 
from the oil wells The sample 
contains parrafin and a large per¬ 
centage of gasoline and tested 63.

The rumor is also current that 
a representative of the Standard 
Oil Co. has approached the owners 
of the Black Diamond well and has 
offered theifi a handsome price for 
their interests. If the company 
sells to the Standard Oil octupus 
then this wonderful oil find will 
not be operated. That has been 
the history of the Standard Oil Co., 
and we sincerely trust they will 
not get their deathly clutch on the 
oil fields of Alberta. 

Another interesting rumor is to 
the effect that an expert is on his 
way from England to Alberta to 
inspect the oil fields.-in behalf of 
the British admiralty, who purpose 
using’oil instead of coal for fuel on 
battle ships. 

Mr. Coleman says that the oil 
from the Black Diamond well tests 
two or three points better than the 
refined gasbline now used in his 
garage.—Hifeh River Times.

The Country 


With the exception of a few 
fields of grain,- -principally oats, 
of ;i7.vshing the district is finished. 
Tke weather during the past week 
has been of a splendid character 
throughout. Monday was the only 
day when the sunshine gave way 
to other conditions, and then the 
district was sweptby a vigorous 
dust storm, which lasted about 
four hours. After the dust there 
was a slight flurry of snow, but it 
was so slight that it had practically 
disappeared by the following morn¬ 
ing. Beyond that there has been 
no disturbance that would interfere 
with the work in the fields. The 
quality of grain which passed 
through the separator was equal to 
former samples and on the whole 
the grain is maintaining the high 
standard which is proverbial of the 
district. Vulcan crops have as 
high a standard of quality as any 
district. 

The estimated figures of the 
yield of spring wheat from the 
three North-West provinces to 
September 30th is 183,852,000 
bushels. Fall wheat, 524,000 
bushels; oats 239,595,000 bushels; 
barley 27,904,000 bushels; rye, 
68fe,000 bushels; flax 14,808,000 
bushels.. 

The average quality of these 
crops measured on a basis of a 
hundred is: Spring wheat, 95.91; 
oats, 90.52; barley, 88.25; rye, 
85,41; flax 82.56, Of these wheat, 
oats, barley and rye are above the 
average quality for each of the 
last two years. 

The potatoe and root crops con¬ 
tinue to show good figures, as 
representing average condition 
during growth. The condition of 
potatoes is 83.59; Turnips, 82.62; 
mangolds, 83.64; sugar" beets, 
82.63.

Ships Are Longest Llvsd Transports 

Ornaments last longer than anything 
else that man makes. There are 
broochee and necklaces In museums 
mors than forty oenturlee old. Mon¬ 
uments, perhaps, stand second, and 
houses third. The life of furniture 
Is shorter still. There Is vsry little 
furniture left which dates beyond the 
year 1500. Pictures last longer than 
furniture, and there are paintings still 
In fair condition which has weathered 
■lx centuries of life. 

Of all machines made by man, pro¬ 
bably none can compare for long life 
with the clock. The life of the clock 
Is as much longer than that of ally 
other machinery as the life of a man 
la to that of a dog. 

The French city of Rou n has a 
great clock which was built In the 
year 1889, and Is still keeping good 
time. Except for cleaning and a few 
necessary repairs. It has never stop¬ 
ped during a period of more than five 
centuries. It strikes the hours, and 
chimes the quarters. 

There are still afioa'. at least a doz¬ 
en sailing vessels which have weather¬ 
ed the storms of centuries. The re¬ 
cord Is, or rather was, held by the 
Italian vessel Anita. Built in Genoa 
In 1648. she made her last voyage in 
tf02. That was from Tenealffe to Na¬ 
ples. Sbe was thus more than 360 
years old. Alas! sbe has been brok¬ 
en up—a cruel fate for such a wonder¬ 
ful old relic. 

Steamships seldom last more than' 
forty years. Of those built between 
1816 and 1836, there Is not, we believe 
a single one afloat- The life of the 
modern steamship Is mv.ch shorter 
than that of heir wooden predecessor. 
As for waroklps, they arc usually 
scrapped at the age of twenty, If not 
before. • 

Only last year the sailh.j vessel 
Seal left Bidtfo u for Durban, a dis¬ 
tance of 6,000 miles. Tha Seal was 
built at Southampton In 1816, and in 
1823 was driven -rom her moorings at 
Poole, and was found in a turnip field. 

One of the big engines of the Lon¬ 
don and Northwestern railway has just 
completed a distance of 2,000,000 
miles. A11 Englsh locomotive travels 
on an average, only about 20,000 miles 
a year, so this wonderful performance 
Is equal to me hundred years’ service 
on an ordinary basis. . a matter of 
fact, the engine In question has been 
worked five times as hard as the av¬ 
erage, and has accomplished the task 
within a period of twenty years. 

Quite how long a well built locomo¬ 
tive will last In running order, Is 
hardly known. Six years ago the fa¬ 
mous ‘Lord of Isles’ was scrapped 
at Swindon. Sh. wag one of the fam¬ 
ous Great Western b.-oad gauge en¬ 
gines, and was built in 1842. She was 
in perfect running order up to the 
end of her long life of more than sixty 
years.

Hunger Hooliganism In Russia 
One of the results of the oppressive 
laws and backward conditions In Rus¬ 
sia renerally today Is the appearance 
during the past year or two, of hun¬ 
ger hooliganism. Assaults, depreda¬ 
tions on property, robberies and simi¬ 
lar crimes are of dally occurrence, 
and the police are apparently Indif¬ 
ferent. The situation has become eo 
serious that Maklakow, minister of the 
Interior, recently called a conference 
of governors and other high govern¬ 
in' nt officials to consider measures 
against the evil. It was decided to 
give the governors special power? to 
deal with the hooligans summarily 
without trial. This measure proved 
to the liking of the provincial autocrats 
and they applied it so vigorously that 
the minister was compelled to advise 
them to use their power.with more dis¬ 
crimination. But Russian hooligan¬ 
ism has it causes far deeper than 
such -measures go. It Is no doubt 
mainly due to the dire poverty of the 
people and to alcoholism, which 'Is 
one of the -largest sources of Income 
to the gover:-.,aent. Last year there 
was realized from the sale of alcohol¬ 
ic drinks—which is a government mo¬ 
nopoly In Russia—more than 800,000,-

If New Plan Works Out as Expected 

Landlubbers May go to Sea With¬ 
out Fear of Being Sick 

The principle of the gyroscope, while 
simple and generally understood, can 
be applied at times to produce some 
very puzzling regults, and 1*. order 
that the method of Its application to 
ship's rolling may be more clearly un¬ 
derstood, It iray perhaps be as well 
to review this principle In the sim¬ 
plest possible way.'_ ; 

Suppose we have a vertical spindle 
and on it mount a wheel In what is 
called the natural or horizontal plane, 

[ the spindle being so arranged that It 
can be tilted In any direction, To 
consider t'. e matter concretely let us 
suppose that he wheel is spinning .■». 
a high rate of speed and that we so 
tilt the spindle that its top moves to¬ 
ward the norru. 

_ What happens? As soo.i as the top 
of the eplndle is given this angular 
motion, the spinning will develop a 
couple which tends to tilt the spindle 
either to the erstward or westward, 
according to the direction In which the 
wheel Is spiuning.. The movement of 
the gyroscope is thus seen to take 
place In the plane at right angles to 
that of the impressed force. This 
movement normal to the impressed 
force is called ‘precession.’ 

In the consideration of any gyroscop¬ 
ic apparatus It Is essential that we 
clearly understand that the movement 
of the gyroscope does not take place 
in the same direction as the impressed 
force, but that this tendency to move 
is transferred 90 degrees in the di¬ 
rection of rotation before it is mani¬ 
fested as motion. 

While in principle the -.yroscope is 
quite simple, the dlffici. y lies in over¬ 
coming the many mechanical troubles 
that arise as soon as it Is attempted 
to produce results in a practical way. 

Many years ago that able naval ar¬ 
chitect and luvestigator, Sir J. 1. 
Thornycroft, evolven a scheme for pre¬ 
venting rolling by means of shifting a 
heavy weight, the controlling mechan¬ 
ism being by means of a gyroscope. 

Later on, a German engineer Doctor 
Schllck, developed what is called the 
passive type of gyroscope, which utiliz¬ 
ed the periodic motions of a ship after 
hey had been developed by the actions 
of the sea for damping or reducing the 
rolling. 

Mr, Sperry attacked the problem 
from a totally different and more ag¬ 
gressive point, and proposed to instal 
an active type of gyroscope equipment 
which did not wait for the ship to roll 
but which

was laid in October, 1912. It is 
generally believed that her arma¬ 
ment is to consist of ten fifteen 
inch guns, mounted in pairs in 
barbets, while her secondary arma¬ 
ment of four inch or six inoh guns 
is also to be placed behind protec¬ 
tive armour. Under ordinary cir- 
enmstanoes the oarrying of so big 
a battery would mean an increase 
in her displacement, bat as 
oil fnel is to be employed instead 
of ooal that has been obviated. 

The substitution of oil tanks for 
coal bonkers spells great economy 
in weight and spaoe. Thns the 
displacement has been kept within 
limits, and it has been possible to 
inorease the offensive and defen¬ 
sive armament. The " Queen 
Elizabeth” is regarded as an ex¬ 
periment of great importance, for 
if the oil fnel should turn out a 
success the future will see all the 
warships of the British navy built 
for the same motive power. Her 
lannobing weight is 10,000 tons, 
and she is the heaviest vessel ever 
sent from the slips of any British 
naval dookyard.

Keeping the house cool In Hummer la 
not ulwuys ini easy problem to solve. 
Peoubs who have lu:-ge houses uud 
money enough to equip them with elec¬ 
tric fuus nml other appliances can, of , 
course, keep very comfortable, but It 
la more difficult to manage It In small 
houses. 

Windows must be shaded with blinds, 
shutters or awnings and lie well 
screened. All the heavy Imagings 
should be removed and where itosxihle 
the carpets should be taken up and 
cool colors, such as white, gray, light 
greens and blues, should take the place 
of the warmer colors. Then white mus¬ 
lin curtains soften the light, though 
many people object to even that much 
drupery. 

The coolest hours of summer are the 
night hours. Therefore the night air 
should be nllowed to circulate freely 
through every part of the house. The 
best elrculatfcn Is obtained by having 
windows open at the tup and bottom 
Instead of entirely at the bottom. This 
lets out tho hot air and lets in Hie cool. 
When this method Is followed put the 
screen In the lower sash of one win¬ 
dow of each room and In the upper 
suKb of another. 

As It Is Important that smillght. too, 
should cuter the house at some time of 
the day, open nil the blinds and win¬ 
dows In lbe early morning for u little 
while. Then darken the house for Hie 
rest of the day. 

. It Is especially important that the 
attic nnd cellar should have proper i> 
vontilutlou. In the former a skylight 
or window should be kept open night 
and day; except, of course, when It 
rains. The cellar windows should be 
opan only at night when it is compara¬ 
tively cool. Open them at sundown 
and close them at 8 o'clock iu the 
morning. Neglect of lids method of 
airing the cellar causes n great deal 
of trouble during the lint weather. If 
the windows are not closed during the 
bent of the day the warm, moisture 
ladened ulr enters the ecllnr and con¬ 
denses on walls, pipes, metals, etc. The 
colder the surface the greiiter will he

The 
absurdities of the position would 
make all laugh, if they could strip 
themselves of their pride and realize 
that, without Divine interposition 
God’s will could never prevail on 
earth as in Heaven. 

The Lord’s next step will be to pro¬ 
duce the Time of Trouble, which will 
teach mankind the great lesson they 
have declined to learn otherwise. 
"Then shall He speak to them in 
His wrath, and vex them in His sore 
displeasure." That will be the Time 
of Trouble so prominently mention¬ 
ed throughout the Bible, "a time of 
trouble iueh as never was since there 
was a nation," "no, nor ever shall
